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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 24-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 24 line 2, "an" should be deleted. Correction and/or clarification is 
require. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1 , 4-9, 20-22, 28, 31 and 34-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Millman et al(6,476,800B2). 

Millman et al disclose a method and an apparatus comprising a graphic controller 
having a processor(204), a frame buffer(206), a mechanism for detecting a change in a 
power source from AC to DC power or from DC power to AC power and accordingly 
adjusting the refresh rate and/or updating a display property if a policy exist for the 
power management event(i.e., decreasing or increasing the pixel clock rate; see column 

3, lines 28-67; column 4, lines 1-41; columns 5-7),which all function as claimed. 

4, The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 2-3, 10-19, 23-27, 29-30 and 32-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Millman et al(6,476,800B2) in view of Bril et al(6,078,319). 

Millman et al is discussed above. Millman et al substantially show all the features 
of the above claims except for the upon detection of the a power management event, 
such as a power change from AC to DC or vice versa from DC to AC, "changing the 
screen resolution or the pixel depth accordingly". However, Brill et al is cited to show 
that the concept of increasing or decreasing a screen resolution or a pixel depth 
corresponding a power of change of a computer display system is old(column 4, lines 
41-67 and columns 5-6). Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to modify the system of Millman et al with the above noted teachings of Bril et al 
such that to increase or decrease a display resolution or pixel depth corresponding to a 
detection of a power change event , such as from DC to AC or vice versa from AC to 
DC, because both references are related to updating a display property according to 
power changes for the purpose of power saving. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Wisor et al, Atkinson, Suboh, Mizyuabu et al, Stimak et al, Belt et 
al and Ranganathan et al which are made of record to show various types of power 
saving features control for a display device.
